Do you think, Mr. Hatch,” inquired the 
reporter, that their presence here has pro- 
duced an unfavorable impression against us 
abroad?“ 
They certainly have done us no good,“ 
replied Mr. Hatch, warmly, but I fancy 
that the evil effect of their doings is wearing 
off somewhat with the British people, and 
that they are beginning to understand 
that it is not Americans, but rather 
imported refugees and malcontents, who are 


at the bottom of all these troubles. At first 
I was constantly inquired of by Englishmen, 
bankers, merchants, noblemen and members 
of Parliament, to know whether the United 
States countenanced the doings of these 
men. I told them I did not think they 
would be allowed much longer to carry out 
their schemes. What sort ofa people are 
we, 50,000,000 strong, having commercial re- 
lations with all the world, 

TO GIVE REFUGE, 
in fact to harbor, such assassins, not to say 
protect them?“ 
“What would you propose to do with 
them ?” inquired the reporter. 

Lynch law,“ replied Mr. Hatch, is too 
good for that kind of vermin, for men who 
gointothe hearts of cities and recklessly 
take the chances of destroying private as 
well as public property, and murdering in- 
nocent men, women and children. I look 
upon them as a set of rattlesnakes. Lynch 
law protects society and makes the air 
purerand healthier out in the far West 
whenever horse-thieves and train-wreckers 
are too abundant, and it is the only safety- 
valve for those Communists. I would like 
to be the editor for just twenty-four hours of 
every newspaper inthis land, andI think I 
should be able to make a public sentiment 
that would be entirely too warm for these 
ruffians. Ishould favor the idea of return- 
ing to England every one of these men who 
is found to be connected: 

WITH THE DYNAMITE PLOT, 
no matter whether he is N 
naturalized citizen or a subject of Great 
Britain and let them take their chances be- 
fore a British Judge and a British jury.” 
But you could not do this, Mr, Hatch, un- 
der the existing laws?“ 

Jam neither a politician nor a lawyer.“ 
replied Mr. Hatch; but I have got enough of 
what they call horse-sense to tell the differ- 
ence everywhere between right and wrong. 
don't know whether the politicians who 
administer our laws have more respect for 
the Irish vote than they have for 
the Cuban vote. But l remember very well 
that under Gen. Grant’s administration, 
about twelve years ago, the country was 
*racked from one end to the other in hunting 
down and arresting Cuban patriots who 
were taking measures here to aid in the iib- 
eration of Cuba from Spanish rule. And 
the Cubans, remember, were only taking 
steps to fight Spanish armies openly and 
fairly in the field, not 

SNEAKING AROUND WITH DYNAMITE 

in their — and planting it on window- 
sills and door- steps in the Spanish cities. I 
should think the law that reaches the Cuban 
would also reach the Irishman if the same 
influences were behind it. No nation ever 
won its independence or secured freedom 
from oppression by assassination. Such 
blessings can only be won as brave and 


able men would win them in the 
halls of legislation or on the field 
of battle. George Washington needed 


no dynamite to achieve the independence of 
these colonies from British rule. If we have 
no laws to prevent our country from being 
made the refuge and plotting-ground of con- 
spirators against governments and peoples 
with whom we are at peace, the sooner we 
have some such laws the better. My idea of 


it is that 

WHEN MEN COME HERE 
seek the benefits of residence 
citizenship in this liberty-loving 
country they should cease to be Lrishmen, 
Germans, Frenchmen or Italians, and be 
only Americans. Take these Irish National- 
ists in New York, nearly allof whom go into 
the liquor business if they can get the means, 
and at the back of their bars you will find 
the green flag of Ireland alongside the stars 
and stripes, with the green flag usually in the 
post of honor on the right. I think it is time 
that such nonsense as this was done with.“ 
„But do youthink, Mr. Hatch, that we 
are under obligations to control the conduet 
of such ple?“ 
„Blood is thicker than water,” rejoined 
Mr. Hatch. Lou cannot get over the fact 
that we are the sisters, the cousins and the 
aunts of the British people. We worship in 
the same Christian faith, We think the 
same thoughts. We dream the same dreams. 
We speak the same tongue. We are at peace 
with them, and for years past have been 
making efforts to cultivate 
MORE AND MORE FRIENDLY 
relations. I know there are people who re- 
fer back to the Alabama business and the 
throwing overboard of the tea in the Boston 
harbor, but these things belong to the past 
and two wrongs will never make one right. 
There is an opportunity for the United 
States to take the lead in this sort of 
humane diplomacy which shall have 
for its object the cementing of friendly feel- 
ings between the nations. If thereis no pre- 
cedent for sucha Christian and humanitarian 
cause, let the United States make one and 
show that she will command the respect of 
all nations. We settled our Alabama diffi- 
culties with England and she paid 
us an indemnity, thereby acknowledg- 
ing her wrong. Surely we 0 
not want to place ourselves in a 
position where England may demand an in- 
demnity from us. We had better ask our- 
selves the question, where will this thing 
end? You cannot disguise the fact that 
England is the pioneer of civilization in the 
world and has been continuously for 800 
vears. They have got the money. They 
have got the men. They have

NO LONGER IMPORT 

the raw material. Manufacturers pay the 
freight both Ways and import the 
food to fill the empty stomachs of their 
work-people. ‘They cannot compete with us 
against all these odds. Again, the crop out- 
look for this year is poor, not Only in great 
Britain, but in the rest of Europe, and they 


will be good customers of us for all 
the products we shall have to spare. 
This is why they are coming here 


with their money, their muscle and their 
brains, and you will find that they are a bet- 
ter class of emigrants than we have had for 
many years past. There may not be so 
many of them as there were in 1882, but 
there will be a large average amount of 
money brought by each family with which to 
— and begin life on our Western farm 
ands.
